Hold On Until American 
Ship Effects Rescue In 
Atlantic 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 16—A story 
of 12 British seamen clinging to 
the side of a German submarine 
in hope it would not be forced 
to submerge was recounted yes 
terday by Paul Gilbert, crewman 
of the American oil tanker R. G. 
Stewart 
Gilbert said the Stewart was en 
route te the United States from Le 
Havre when on Sept. 11, about 200 
miles off the French coast, it was 


| stopped by the U-boat and the 


Stewart's captain was ordered to 
come aboard with his ship's papers 
Before he complied, a fog lifted 
and a British ship, the 9,456-ton In- 
verliffey was sighted about 112 
miles away. The sub started in pur- 
suit, and returned shortly with the 
British seamen clinging to the sides, 
and the Inverliffey ablaze 
“Somehow, their lifeboat was 
swamped while they were being 
towed toward us by the sub,” 
said Gilbert. “The men thrashed 
about in the water until the sub- 
marine officer told them to cling 
to the side of the sub. Then the 
submarine cruised over to us. 


“After rescue, they told us 
the Ge s said that if a British 
destroye plane was sighted the 


submarine would have to submerge 
immediately and the men would 
have to swim for it.” 

The 12 and 23 others who escaped 
in two more lifeboats were placed 
aboard the American ship, City of 
Joliet, bound for Europe.

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ference of representatives of all the Brit- 
ish nations, to be held in London, if pos- 
sible by the end of the present year. The 
general purpose of the conference would 
be to “state our peace aims and take all 
measures to attain them,” with nothing 
said about referring the measures to the 
various parliaments of the dominions. 

Specifically, it is said, the conference 
“must have full power to re-make the Em- 
pire upon modern lines of high efficiency.” 
It must “lay down the principle and plan 
by which the federated resources of Em- 
pire will guarantee a new order of security 
for all our people.” 

Having thus refashioned the Empire 
to its liking, with what regimenting of 
nations and individuals might seem nec- 
essary to the purpose, the conference 
would be supposed to set up a supreme 
council of the Empire to win the war. The 
supreme council to direct the mobilization 
of all Empire man-power and material 
resources, and determine the basic strat- 
egy to be followed. The defence depart- 
ments of the several dominions thus being 
reduced to subsidiaries who would be sup- 
posed to recruit forces in such numbers 
as the supreme council might direct, fol- 
low its instructions in all other particulars 
—and pay the bills. 

Waiving other considerations, this pro- 
gram arrives about one hundred years too 
late to have much chance of adoption. 

The Empire is now a free association 
of sovereign states. It cannot be recon- 
structed save by concurrent action of the 
parliaments representing its many divi- 
sions. It cannot be re-made either by Herr 
Hitler and his bullies at Berlin or by 
a corresponding group of dictators at 
London. 


The Empire peoples have not lost faith 
in democracy. They will continue to de- 
termine their economic affairs as indi- 
vidual nations, not as servants of a cen- 
tral authority; and they will play such 
parts in the war as their parliaments de- 
cide, in full comprehension of the issues 
at stake and the needs as these may arise. 

If the Empire could not be saved on 
this basis and for these purposes, it just 
would not be worth saving.

The Russian embassy in Washington has not 
the snubbing it took when it 
recently to distinguished 
American citizens to attend its party in honor of 
the twenty-second anniversary of the Soviet 
Less than one-third of the thousand 
people invited decided to 
come, a diplomatic snubbing 
almost without parallel. Mr. 
Roosevelt set the fashion by

more open, a group of government Officials took 
a prominent part that same afternoon at a party 
given by Dr. Hu Shih, the Chinese ambassador to 
the United States. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull released a 
message, the day prior to the Russian affair, 
voicing his admiration for the brave people of 
Finland who refuse to bow to the harsh demands 
of Stalin. The British ambassador, the Marquis 
of Lothian, sent a polite apology expressing the 
hope that the embassy would forgive his absence, 
as he had a prior engagement to honor. But the 
German charge d'affaires was present with his 
wife, and told reporters that relations between 
his country and Russia were most amicable. 

Experts on diplomatic courtesy in the White 
House made light of Russian hauteur at the 
treatment the embassy received, just as they 
found a supple formula to explain why President 
Roosevelt did not send a message of congratu- 
lations to Hitler at having escaped the bomb ex- 
plosion in Munich. They said that such notes are 
dispatched only when the American government 
is formally notified that an attempt has been 
made to assassinate the head of a state. As no 
such information was given the White House, the 
President and Mr. Hull acted as if Hitler had 
spent a quiet hour in a beer garden in Munich, 
with no untoward incident occuring to mar his 
oratory. The imperturbable courtesy with 
which Mr. Roosevelt manages to pray for the 
safety of King George, while ignoring the wel- 
fare of Hitler, is a superb example of his own 
t America proposes to remain neutral 
in deed but not in thought.

Iraq Oil 


On January 14, 1935, His Majesty King 
Ghazi of Iraq officially opened the new pipeline 
of the Iraq Petroleum Co, at Kirkuk, and thereby 
set in motion a continuous flow of oil into the 
Mediterranean basin. This pipeline passes 
through five countries, namely Iraq, Syria, the 
Lebanon, Palestine and Trans-Jordan. It is 
1,150 miles in length, and was constructed at a 
cost of $50,000,000, and is, in the words of Sir 
John Cadman, chairman of the company, “a 
striking and completely new feature in the Iraqi 
desert world.” It is domination of this area that 
the present Nazi drive is ultimately aimed at, for, 
once in possession of this territory, Germany 
would sit astride not only Europe, but the entire 
Near East and eastern Mediterranean. This too 
was once the dream of the Czars of Russia, and 
indications point to its remaining an objective 
of the Bolsheviki. 

At the present time the Iraq Petroleum Co. 
pipeline terminates at the British port of Haifa, 
Palestine, and the French port of Tripoli, Syria. 
Participants in the company include Participa- 
tions & Investments Ltd, representing Mr. C. S. 
Gulbenkein, that exceedingly shrewd and capable 
Armenian often referred to as the Tallyrand of 
oil, whose negotiations with the former Sultan 
of Turkey first secured the concession. His 
interest is 5 per cent, while the remaining shares 
are divided among four groups, each holding a 
23.75 per cent interest. These are the Anglo- 
Saxon Petroleum Co., a subsidiary of the Royal 
Dutch-Shell, the D'Arcy Exploration Co. (Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co., Ltd.), the Compaigne Francaise 
des Petroles, in which the French government 
has acquired a considerable interest, and the 
Neer East Development Co. The latter is con- 
tr@'ed jointly by the Standard Oil Co, New 
Jersey, and the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co. It 
might be noted that American participation was 
acquired in the days when the United States 
had a forward looking foreign policy in Europe. 


As at present constituted the Iraq field forms 
a petroleum supply base for the British Navy 
and air force. The distance from Haifa to Lon- 
don is 3,329 miles, or some 790 miles nearer than 
Venezuela, not to mention Iran (Persia) which 
is some 6,500 miles from England. Thus the Iraq 
Petroleum Co. is the first line of Great Britain's 
defense on the petroleum front. 

The Iraq field has also fitted in neatly with 
French oil policy. Since France produces less 
than 1,500 barrels of crude oil daily, and has no 
other developed petroleum sources of conse- 
quence legislation was passed some years ago 
which had the effect of increasing the number of 
refineries within France and providing for that 
nation’s security with respect to oil. This had 
the effect of increasing the imports of crude oil 
and reducing those of refined products, thereby 
aiding in the establishment of a national refining 
industry with a daily capacity of 100,000 barrels 
or better. 

Directly to the east of Iraq lies Iran where 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co., Ltd. has held a con- 
cession in the southern part since 1910. The 
original concession was obtained by an English- 
man by the name of William Knox D’Arcy in 
1901. In 1913 the British government is reported 
to have purchased contro] of the company for 
$11,000,000, and ten years later, according to 
Winston Churchill, had profited to the extent of 
$200,000,000.—By H. T. Travers, in the Magazine 
of Wall Street.

It is a pity that news photo- 
graphy had not then developed; all we have to 
record the historic event are some crude draw-
